The practicing physician is in a 
stragetic position to prevent the 
spread of tuberculosis because the 
first knowledge of the presence of 
disease usually comes 
from 
t'-e 
physician and therefore, he logic­ 
ally becomes the “key m an” in 
the control 
and 
prevention 
cf 
the disease. We m ust never over­ 
look the fact that it is the family 
doctor who first listens to the pa­ 
tien t’s com plaint of ill healh, such 
as lack of endurance, tired feeling, 
persistent cough, loss of 
weight, 
pains in chest, blood spitting—ail 
symptoms 
frequently 
associated 
with the beginning of active 
tu ­ 
berculosis. 
It is the physician who inter­ 
prets the diagnostic significance of 
these symptoms; it is the physician 
w ho advises and guides the patient 
and his family in health m atters 
and reports the case to the Health 
Division. While the impressive de­ 
cline in m ortality for 
the 
past 
quarter of a century in this coun­ 
try was due to many factors, the 
cooperation of the medical profes­ 
sion with public agencies was un­ 
doubtedly a significant one. 
It will be wise for public h e a th 
officials to take the medical p ro ­ 
fession into their co<ifidence and 
to abandon the traditional police- 
pow er attitude in dealing with the 
medical profession and to rem em ­ 
ber that much more can be accom­ 
plished by good-willed coopera­ 
tion based upon understanding.

Scctt county ranks among the 
five lowest counties in Missouri 
on pastures. 
The cost of producing livestock 
can be materially lowered by th: 
practice of improving our existing 
pastures in the first place, and, 
in the second place, by arranging 
for rotation pasture on the farm 
.o increase the pasture 
carrying 
power of the farm during the re­ 
gular pasture season and, at the 
same time, to have earlier pasture 
in the spring and to extend the 
pasture season over more into the 
winter months. 
By the use 
of 
supplemental 
pasture crops, which are classed 
as cultivated pastures, this 
pas­ 
ture carrying power can 
be 
in­ 
creased. The same systems 
can­ 
not always be used on all of toe 
farms, each farm becoming more 
>r less of a problem itself. Korean 
lesp' dezi has been introduced en 
a great many of the Scott countv 
farm and has gained considerable 
favor with the farmers. Where Ko­ 
rean is seeded alone we find that 
early in ‘he spring months weeds 
often come up in this pasture ana 
lower the pasture cairying power 
of it. One of th<' best methods to 
correct this and at the same time, 
to increase the pasture is to go 
m in the spring months with a disc 
nd disc the ground and then sow 
<ats in ft. The oats will come 
ip 
and give : n eraly growth which 
will keep the weeds choked out. 
Korean lespedeza does not make a 
rapid growth in the early spring 
months and, due to this fact, the 
weeds can get a start easily. Th 
growth of the oats v/ill keep the 
weeds in check and in no way v ill 
hinder the growth of the Korean 
lespedeza. The oats seeded in th - 
manner can be used eithei for pas 


year it will be better to harvest 
the oats and thresh them imme­ 
diately after harvest and then the 
lespedeza is ready for pasture. In 
this way on an average more pas­ 
ture will be obtained from Korean 
lespedeza than if it were not seed­ 
ed in the oats. 
For fall pasture the seeding of 
winter barley in this area on the 
better soils is probably the best 
crop to sow for pasture for Octob­ 
er, November, and up into Decem­ 
ber. In many cases crimson clover 
may be sown with this barley. O n : 
the lighter soils, rye will probably 
be the better crop to seed for the 
early winter pasture. Barley also j 
makes an early spring pasture if J 
given a rest during 
the 
winter 
months. If the permanent pastures 
are not pastured in the fall, they 
will, in many cases, have a good 
growth which can be pastured off 
during the winter months 
while 
the barley is being given a rest. 
Another method of petting early 
spring pasture is go into our Ko­ 
rean fields in the fall about 
the 
time we are taking the livestock 
off. disc up the ground and seed 
it in wheat. This wheat will give 
sunplemental pasture from March 
15 on. In case the farmer desires 
to pasture wheat off entirely, by 
the time the wheat is pastured off, 
the Korean lespedeza will again 
recover and will continue to make 
ihe summer pasture.

Pettis County Organized 


As early as 1818, the first set­ 
tlers came from 
Tennessee 
and 
Kentucky into the region of pres­ 
ent day Pettis county. The earliest 
settlements were made along th .» 
wooded skirls of 
small 
streams 
where fish and game wore plenti­ 
ful. 
Nearly fifteen years 
later, 
on 
January 26, 1833, 
one 
hundred 
and three years ago 
this 
weak, 
Pettis county was oiganized, and 
was named in honor of 
Spencer 
Pettis, Missouri’s third congress­ 
man. The county included about 
one half of the 
present 
Benton 
county, but in 1835 it assumed its 
present size. In the 
same 
year, 
the temporary county 
seat 
was 
located at Wasson’s 
Mill, 
which 
lutei became known a:- St. Helena, 
where it 
remained 
until 
1837, 
when Georgetown was designated 
the permanent seat of justice. 
As early as 
1838, the county 
court began 
establishing 
school 
districts, but little 
was 
accom­ 
plished for the public schools for 
a number of years. In 1841, 
an 
academy 
was 
established 
at 
Georgetown. In 
1847, 
Campbell 
College was incorporated at 
the 
same town, and some years later, 
the Georgetown Female 
School, 
one1' of the best private schools of 
its time, was established. 
In 1852. agitation was begun 
in 
building the first railroad through 
Pettis county, and in 
1853, the 
county court 
appointed 
General 
George R. Smith as agent to sub- 
serobe for shares of 
the Pacific 
railway company. In 1857, Gener­ 
al Smith platted the town of Sc- 
dalia. The first newspaper of the 
county, the Peitis County Inde­ 
pendent, was founded in the sanio 
year. In 1861, the Missouri Pacific 
railway reached the 
new 
town, 
and a movement was at once be­ 
gun to make it the county 
saat. 
The Civil War, nowever, delayed 
this move* 
During the war, sentiment was 
divided in the county, and troops 
were furnished both armies.

SYSTEM LOWERS STOCK 
PRODUCTION COSTS 


By R. L. Furry 
Scctt county ranks among the 
five lowest counties in Missouri 
on pastures. 
The cost of producing livestock 
can be m aterially lowered by th : 
practice of improving our existing 
pastures in the first place, and, 
in the second place, by arranging 
for rotation pasture on the farm 
to increase the pasture 
carrying 
power of the farm during the re­ 
gular pasture season and, at the 
same time, to have earlier pasture 
in the spring and to extend the 
pasture season over rr.ore into the 
winter months. 
By the use 
of 
supplemental 
pasture crops, which are classed 
as cultivated pastures, this 
pas­ 
ture carrying power can 
be 
in­ 
creased. The same systems 
can­ 
not always be used on all of tne 
farms, each farm becoming more 
>r less of a problem itself. Korean 
lespodezn has been introduced en 
a g n a t many of the Scott county 
tarm and has gained considerable 
favor with the farm ers. Where Ko­ 
rean is seeded alone we find that 
early in the spring months weeds 
often come up in this pasture ana 
lower the pasture c irying power 
of it. One of the best methods to 
correct this and. at the same time,

The oats will come 
to

will keep the weeds choked out. 
Korean ltspedeza does not make a 
iapid growth in the early spring 
months and, duo to this fact, the 
weeds can get a start easily.

RURAL ELECTRIFIC ATION 
INCREASES 175 PERCENT 


An increase of 
approximately 
175 per cent in the number 
of 
American farms electrified during 
1935, compared with the previous 
year, was announced 
today 
by 
Morris L. Cooke, administrator of 
rui il 
electrification. 
Estimates 
point to a new peak in rural elec­ 
trification activity in 1936, 
Mr. 
Cooke said. 
It is estimated on the basis ol 
figures submitted to REA by the 
private utility industry, that 
in 
1935 electric service was extended 
to approximately 
83.000 
farms, 
compared with 30,396 in 1934. This 
brings the total of farms having 
central station electric service to 
approximately 827,000 out of a to­ 
tal of more than 6,800,000 farms in 
the country. 
“The sharp upswing in 
rural 
extensions in 1935 is the most en­ 
couraging development 
in 
rural 
electrification in years,” Mr. Cooke 
pointed out. “We expect construc­ 
tion this year far in excess of the 
1935 mileage. We will have this 
year not only the increasing con­ 
struction with private funds by 
the utility companies, which car­ 
ried the load in 
1935, 
but 
the 
swiftly growing activity by publfc 
bodies and 
co-operatives, 
using 
their own or REA funds, 
which 
just got started during 1935. 
"The present total of electrifi­ 
cation, however, 
illustrates 
the 
vast amount of work that must he 
done before electricity 
is 
made 
generally available in regions ca­ 
pable of paying the cost of it.” 
Increasing organized demand by 
farmers for electric service, 
the 
establishment of REA. the lower­ 
ing pf rural customerTequirementS 
at1*! rates by 
more 
progressive 
utilities, and ability of many utili­ 
ties to borrow private funds at low 
interest rates were credited by the 
REA Administrator 
with helping 
to bring about the rush to 
build 
rural lines. 
Industry figures estimate a 50 
percent increase in rural line con­ 
struction in 1936 over 1935. They 
indicate that approximately $80,- 
000,000 will be invested in rural 
line construction by the 
private 
utility companies in the two year 
ptriod 1935— 1936. of which sum 


approximately $50,000,000 will be 
spent in 1936. Over 175,000 farms 
for the first time be provided with 
central station electric service. An­ 
other $80,000,000 is b«ing invested 
in farm wiring and appliances. The , 
$160,000,000 
invested 
in 
these 
ways will benefit agriculture, la­ 
bor and industry. A substantial 
part of the money will be speit 
with local contractors, 
plumbing 
firms and the equipment and ap- 
pdi inee manufacturers end dealers. 
Rural line construction activity 
in twenty-four months ended Jan­ 
uary I, 1937, will have added a to­ 
tal of 300,400 new rural customers 
according to estimates just releas­ 
ed by the Electrical World. This 
includes farm and non-farm cus­ 
tomers. Its estimate indicates that 
the current year wOill see 157,400 
of these new rural customers add­ 
ed. 
The current bom in rural line 
building has resulted

20,282 
mile* of new rural line in 1935, 
according to the Electrical World, 
and it expects a further 31,664 to 
be built this year, making a total 
of more than 50,000 miles of new 
rural line for the two years.

About 785,000 colts were raised 
in 1934. the largest number in 10

An annual 
crop of slightly more than 900,000 
coultft—abcut the number raised 
in

Already Italians 
have been looking up prices 
of 
ambulance service for gases. Ger­ 
man* are arduously studying the 
nature and effects of new gases. 
Londoners are reading booklets of 
home remedies for victims fro n 
deadly chemicals, 
Parisians 
can 
buy the official booklet on news­ 
stands of bow to act during air­ 
raids and inspect oxidized shelters. 
Paris has built dug-outs in Gov­ 
ernment Mjnistories 
and 
reen­ 
forced 
the 
catacombs 
(ancient 
quarries) to shelter 600,000 peo­ 
ple. A French firm, so brisk was 
competition in the manufacture of 
gas masks, has produced 
individ­ 
ual models; and elsewhere manu­ 
facturers have 
stressed 
comfort 
and style trends. 
But Lt. John Edwin Hogg, Unit­ 
ed States Naval Reserve, writing 
in The Forum, derided wholesale 
gas attacks from the air as a myth 
in defiance of the laws of physics. 
From figures of the United States 
Chemical 
Warfare 
Service 
he 
found it would take 300 pounds of 
phosgene (carbonyl chlorid) even­ 
ly distributed to gas effectively an 
area of 100 square yards. And 14,- 
000 planes, 
with 
gas-spreading 
equipment and attacking on a day 
of perfect visibility, with no wind 
would have to put down 28,000,- 


000 pounds of phosgene to wipe 
out New York City. 
Airplanes and protection against 
ait attacks have become a necessi­ 
ty to European countries. England, 
with 21,000,000 people 
congested 
in fifty-seven cities, Italy, Ger­ 
many, and 
France 
have 
about 
1,500 first-line 
military 
planes 
apiece; Rusia, 2,200; Poland, 700; 
Czechoslovakia, 500. 
London with its 8,000.000 peo­ 
ple is but one hour t.nd 
thirteen 
minutes’ flying time from the Ger­ 
man border. German planes could 
be over Paris in 
fifty 
minutes, 
drop bombs on Prague in thirteen, 
and attack Milan from the air in 
thirty. 
But the Frankfurter 
Zeitung’s 
military correspondent does not 
believe in the absolute 
military 
supremacy of the airplane: 
"Up to the present moment, and, 
indeed, throughout the history of 
military operations, no devise for 
offensive purpose has ever been 
invented without finding in time 
means of sufficient defense against 
it.”

As a source of nutrition, cheese 
biscuits supply much of the need­ 
ed food values and the carbohy­ 
drates in white flour are utilized 
by the body with ease and com­ 
fort.
